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Max Knickerbocker (Peter Coyote), an inventive aviator of the 1920s, is heroized by his grandson Jonathan (Huckleberry Fox) 
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“Haven’t you wondered, maybe even fantasized, about some¬ 
one in your family you never had known?” asks Peter Coyote. 

“I’m sure we all have, and that’s what attracted me to this 
script. A little boy goes back in time to actually meet his grand¬ 
father, who’d died long before the lad was born. They form a 
close, loving relationship—and by doing so they challenge fate 
itself.” 

Coyote is talking about “The Blue Yonder,” a made-for-The 
Disney Channel movie, written and directed by Mark Rosman 


(see page 15). Coyote portrays the grandfather as a young av¬ 
iator of the 1920s, determined to make the first transatlantic 
flight. Ten-year-old Huckleberry Fox of “Terms of Endear¬ 
ment” plays his grandson. Academy Award winner Art Carney 
makes a special appearance as the boy’s neighbor. The picture

University, decided he was a “lousy” poet, attended various act¬ 
ing workshops, and finally hooked up with the touring San 
Francisco Mime Troupe. “We won an Obie Award in New 
York, at which point I realized that if we could win a medal for 
parodying the American middle class and its values, then pan¬ 
tomime theater was not a vehicle for social change.” So Coyote 
quit acting and for 10 years traveled around the country in his 
truck, living from hand to mouth. He remembers one desolate 
period when he survived by selling earrings he’d made from 
the feathers of dead birds. 

By the mid-Seventies Coyote was ready to reenlist in the 
9-to-5 world. Through a friend, Pulitzer Prize-winning poet 
Gary Snyder, he became chairman of the California Council 
for the Arts. Eventually, preferring to pursue acting instead of 
politics, he joined the Magic Theatre in San Francisco and in 
1980 went on to originate one of the starring roles in the world 
premiere of Sam Shepard’s “True West.” Then came 12 movies 
in five years, including “E.T,” “Cross Creek,” “Endangered

prize-winning baseball drama, “Tiger Town.” 

Married and the father of two children, Peter Coyote is con¬ 
cerned about the film fare offered young people today. 

“I’m sorry so many movies pander to the worst instincts,” he 
says. “I look at some of the people who are making movies for 
teenagers and I think of how hard one struggles to instill val¬ 
ues in one’s children and some jackass is urging them to be 
druggies or killers. Thankfully there are a lot of adolescents 
whose principles rise above power and sex, in spite of what 
they see.” 

Coyote’s quarrel with amoral image-makers began in his 
youth, when he joined the counterculture revolution of the 
1960s. “America was called to task by her children back then, 
and 1 remember those years with a sense of pride,” he says. 
Coyote enrolled in a writing program at San Francisco State

Spedesf “Heartbreakers” and “Jagged Edge,” the latter co- 
starring Jeff Bridges and Glenn Close. 

“The Blue Yonder” was shot on locations in and around 
Santa Rosa, Calif., and Coyote mentions a singular farmhouse 
which became a focal setting for the picture. 

“It's over a hundred years old and Ed Linotti, the owner, is 
living in the Jazz Age,” he says. “Everything in the house be¬ 
longs to the 1920s. You walk into the kitchen and there’s a stove 
and refrigerator right out of the Roaring Twenties. There’s a 
60-year-old dining room set in mint condition. The bedroom’s 
authentic, too. Ed showed me his 1927 Lincoln, which he 
bought in 1974 with only 6,000 miles on it. 

“Ed wears cotton pants and shirt, suspenders, and round 
wire-rimmed glasses. He’s so adamant about maintaining his 
‘lifestyle,’ that when somebody put a modern plastic milk con¬ 
tainer in his vintage refrigerator, he went on a tirade that 
lasted almost an hour. According to Ed, ‘If you let plastic creep 
into your life, it just stays there.’”

Coyote thinks in five-year intervals. After devoting the next 
five years to acting, he plans to take up directing and produc¬ 
ing. “I’ve spent several summers at Sundance, Robert Red- 
ford’s film workshop in Utah,” he says. “I may try directing a 
project there. I’ve also hung out with David Puttnam, a pro¬ 
ducer, and he has me thinking about producing.” 

If given a film to produce. Coyote would turn to the Sixties. 
During his 10-year counterculture odyssey, he lived in com¬ 
munes and among the hippies of Haight-Ashbury in San 
Francisco. 

“I’d like to do a picture about the Sixties because nobody has 
seen a film or read about the people I knew,” he says. “Haight 
Street was like the frontier of the old West. You could die on 
Haight Street as quickly as you could die in Dodge City. 

“The people there were on the edge of the precipice, danc¬ 
ing and laughing in the face of death. Many of them were bril¬ 
liant, but outlaw communities always do attract the best—and 
worst.” V

hen Donnelly Rhodes 
(Doc Roberts) and Deb¬ 
orah Wakeman (Joyce 
Carter) — stars of the new 
action-adventure series 
“Danger Bay”— take to the 
skies, they may appear to be 
seasoned pilots. But looks can 
be deceiving. 

The challenge for their 
stand-ins Steve Wright, the 
series’ helicopter coordinator, 
and Greg McDougall, a sea¬ 
plane pilot, is making sure the 
two stars look like pros. 

It’s all in a day’s work, but 
the job does have its minor 
quirks — especially for the 
heavily bearded Wright. Be¬ 
fore filming, his beard is 
sprayed silver, then wrapped 
in a flesh-colored stocking 
that winds about his mouth 
and knots on top of his head. 


(Both he and McDougall must 
don wavy chestnut wigs when 
they stand in for Deborah 
Wakeman.) By the time he’s 
ready for take-off, Wright can 
no longer talk. But he can 
still fly! 

The soaring flight scenes 
are meticulously choreo¬ 
graphed and tirelessly re¬ 
hearsed both on the ground 
and in the air. Wright also in¬ 
spects every inch of the area be¬ 
neath the flight path to elim¬ 
inate potential hazards such as 
unexpected telephone wires. 

“Ironically the biggest 
hazards are people,” Wright 
admits. “Oddly, those who 
work around helicopters all 
the time are the most accident 
prone. Less experienced 
people tend to be much 
more nervous — and a lot 


more careful.” 

For air-to-air scenes, Wright 
and McDougall work out pre¬ 
cise maneuvers before taking 
off. McDougall goes up with 
Deborah Wakeman. While she 
“flies” the plane using fake 
controls, McDougall does the 
actual piloting, staying out of 
camera range but in constant 
radio contact with the helicop¬ 
ter camera ship. As the sea¬ 
plane maneuvers through the 
predetermined pattern, the 
helicopter hovers nearby with 
a cameraman strapped to and 
dangling from an open door. 

“It’s really quite safe,” 
McDougall says. “Personally, 
I’m more afraid of being seen 
on the ground wearing that 
wig than of anything happen¬ 
ing in flight!” V

In speaking of her character, Steenburgen says, “Ginnie is a 
survivor. She’d rip and claw to protect her family. However, 
she’s not strong-willed in ambition. She has one dream, to have a 
house, but she’s threatened because her husband is out of work 
and they have no money.” 

“Ginnie is rather like Scrooge,” points out screenwriter 
Thomas Meehan, adding, ‘“One Magic Christmas’ is intention¬ 
ally a latter-day ‘Christmas Carol.’” Ginnie experiences certain 
adventures which are somewhat the equivalent of Scrooge’s 
dreams. It’s also a deliberate attempt to make a modern day 
Capra-esque movie in the spirit of “It’s a Wonderful Life,” but 
with hard edges expressing the toughness of life in the 1980s. 

As in Frank Capra’s warmhearted films, and fantasies such as 
“The Bishop’s Wife,” fact and fancy blend in “One Magic 
Christmas.” A particularly imaginative sequence takes place in 
Santa’s workshop. There, from a steam-powered factory oper¬ 
ated by antique machinery and belts, spew goodies of every de¬ 
scription. Overhead baseball bats rotate on lathes, 700 pounds 
of pre-wrapped candy canes pour from the spout of a stainless- 
steel tank, rafts of bicycles are tested on a rolling ramp. One area 
of the workshop features a collection of 150 dolls from Europe 
and North America, some dating back to 1890. Another fea¬ 
tures a collection of 60 antique train sets. 

At the heart of “One Magic Christmas” is the affirmation that 
most adults, if they care to admit it, keep a special spirit of child¬ 
hood intact which allows them to create the holiday magic of 
hope and renewal. V

ment, had was to locate B-29s he could 
use. He discovered that there were only 
two in the world that were flyable. One 
was owned by a plane collector, Ralph 


Johnston, in Oakland, California; the 
other by a flying club called the Confed¬ 
erate Air Force. He hired Johnston’s 
plane and its seven-man crew for a week 
of filming the in-flight scenes. (The 
plane was subsequently used in “The 
Right Stuff” as well.) 

For the other film sequences, Disney’s

crew used four B-29s salvaged from a 
U.S. Navy boneyard near China Lake in 
northern California. (By law, the planes 
were not for sale, so Disney arranged a 
six-month lease, after which the bombers 
were returned to the Navy.) Expert me¬ 
chanics were hired to dismantle the four 
planes, color-code the parts and ship two 
to Los Angeles and two to Hawaii. 

On a sound stage at Disney, special ef¬ 
fects people refurbished the cockpit and 
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once housed Esther Williams’ water¬ 
works) for the filming of storms and 
nighttime at sea. In Hawaii, Hal Bigger, 
Danny Lee’s crew chief, and his staff 
rigged a third plane to float in the open 
sea, and rebuilt a fourth on the beach. 

“To get the B-29 down the narrow road 
to the beach took 18 trips with a trailer,” 
explains Bigger. “Then we needed a 
crane to unload the parts and another 
crane to get them to the beach. Just to get 
the pieces on the beach took three days.”

from bouts of seasickness. “It wasn’t so 
bad up on the deck,” says the film’s di¬ 
rector, Charles Jarrott, “but down below, 
shut in with the whole film crew, it was 
crowded and seasick-making.”

The first Disney comic strip was the 
daily Mickey Mouse strip which debuted 


on January 13, 1930, distributed by King 
Features Syndicate (see below). 

Did Walt Disney animate any scenes 
himself in the Disney cartoons? 

—M.Z., Hamden, CT 

When Walt Disney first started his 
company in 1923, he was an animator 
and he animated on the earliest Alice 
Comedies, which combined cartoon 
figures with live action. However, he 
soon realized that he could hire artists 
who could animate much better than he, 
so Walt turned to story work and 
direction. Thus it is extremely rare to even 
find a sketch drawn by Walt Disney after 


the mid-1920s.
